Premiers

OTTAWA (CR) — The 
central provinces ‘told the 
federal government’ today 
it must give them the fiscal 
resources to carry out their 
responsibilities. 


They made the demand at the \, 


first session of the constitutional 
conference as Prime Minister 
Trudeau vainly tried to steer 
the discussion to reform of the 
constitution. 

But the prime minister said 
he is willing to rearrange the 
conference agenda if that is 
necessary. 

The agenda was to be debated 
later today after all-the opening 
statements were completed. 
There were five speakers at the 
first session: Mr. Trudeau and 
Premiers John Robarts of Ontar- 
io, Mr. Bertrand, G. I. Smith of 
Nova Scotia and Louis Robi- 
chaud of New Brunswick. 

Mr. Trudeay told reporters 
there was ‘“‘total unanimity” 
among the first four premiers to 
speak on language rights. 

The prime minister went 
around the C-shaped conference 
table shaking hands with all 
premiers—except W. A. C. Ben- 
nett of British Columbia—before 
the conference opened. Mr. Ben- 
nett was three minutes late and 
came in after Mr. Trudeau had 
started speaking. |

OTTAWA — Premier Jean Jacques Bertrand of 
Quebec told the constitutional conference that the prob- 


lem of Quebec autonomy 


is‘ more—important “than 


human rights or the linguistic rights of minorities”, 


The statement brought a 
strong rebuke from Prime Min- 
ister Trudeau who said after the 
opening sessicn that he found it 
“a little bizarre” that Quebec 
did not give “bilingualism top 
priority. 

Mr. Trudeau said Premier 
Bertrand pretended to speak for 
all French-Canadians but’ ‘has 
“obviously no mandate to speak 
for French-Canadians - outside 
Quebec.” | 

Premier Bertrand, in a tough 
opening statement, warned the 
conference that he did not come 
to Ottawa ‘‘to-water down’ the 
ideas of the late Premier Daniel 
Johnson, 

He spoke almost entirely in 
French, breaking into English 
briefly near the énd# of _ his 
speech, 

He said: 

“While the style may change, | 
it should be obvious that the 
substance of that policy cannot 
vary much. Men may come and) 
go but the reality of Quebec en- 
dures.””

HETHER or not Mr. Bennett

erieans to sell their goods here and 
thereby build up more credit, and 
purchasing power. The report also 
suggests the federal Travel Bureau 
could assist. Latin American coun- 
tries, to develop better tourist pro- 


gets, of course, as outlined in the 


British Columbia brief released sev- 
eral weeks ago and republished: last 
Thursday as an appendix to his 
budget speech. Mr. Bennett is too

Nixon's Policy Style: Cautious Innovation 


| Raeareoneit Nixon’s first steps in the 
field of foreign policy give promise 
of a “new deal,” both in style and in 
substance. Nixon’s foreign-policy style is 
emerging as cautious 
innovation — a will- 
ingness to break out 
of old ruts but an 
avoidance of precipi- 
tate or ill-considered 
change. The sub- 
stance of the new 
administration's for- 
eign policy is. still 
very much in the 
formative stage. But 
some of the direc-

tions: and Priorities are becoming appar- 
ent. 


The President is rectifying an im- 
balance of recent years between Asia 
and Europe. His projected trip-to NATO 
capitals next March or April underlines 
an increased emphasis on Europe, 


The shift is made possible, of course, 
by the fact that Nixon has inherited from 
the Johnson Administration a Vietnam 
peace conference, however sterile, and a 
somewhat de-escalated war. But the 
decision to capitalize on this state of 
affairs was his. 


Nixon is approaching relations with 
the Soviet Union with much circumspec- 
tion. Gone is President Johnson’s air of 
eagerness for a rapprochment, Nixon is 
open to Soviet-American’ co-operation, 
but appears to be waiting for Moscow to 
make significant moves in his direction, 

Diplomats, who often see international 
dealings’ in terms of a_horsetrade, 
interpret this stance as an effort to 
“sell” a detente to the Soviet Union — 
something Johnson and Dean Rusk also 


attempted to do, but perhaps not at quite 
so high a price. 

Nixon has implied, for example, that 
Soviet-American talks_on missile control 
must await progress toward an easing of 
differences on political issues such as the 
Mideast. The new administration is,’ in 
effect, attempting to ‘‘re-sell’” Washing- 
ton’s earlier agreement to the missle 
talks. 


A Price for Talks 


This tactic rests on the obvious 
assumption that Moscow wants’ the 
missile talks enough to pay a price for 
them. That assumption may be correct, 
but it is not supported by all the 
evidence of recent years. The United 
States urged the talks for a long time 
before the Soviet Union finally consented 
to take part. 

On the Middle East, Nixon and his 
aides seem to bé inching their way out of 
alignment with Israel, or at least out of 
the near-total alignment which charac- 
terized the previous administration, 

If the United States Constitution is 
amended, as many have urged, to 
abolish the electoral college, thus 
(among other. things) reducing the 
political-importance of the Jewish vote in 
New York, the trend toward a more 
“even-handed” Mideast policy can be 
expected to continue, though still. within 
the broad context of support of the 
security and continued existence of a 
Jewish national state in the Holy Land. 


Were the Soviet Union to modify its . 


all-out support of the Arabs, both great 
Powers might become more even-handed. 
In the last analysis, it is Moscow which 
has pinned Washington so ely in 
Israel’s camp — a fact whi the Arab 
states might do well to consider. 


One by-product of Nixon’s new 
approach to the Mideast is a trend 
toward Franco-American reconciliation. 

Gen. Charles de Gaulle has long urged 
Big Four action to knock Arab and 
Israeli heads. together, and Nixon now 
has agreed to have his UN delegate sit 
down in a four-power forum. 

The ‘implications of this decision 
range well beyond the Mideast. It was 
because Washington resisted intimate 
Big Four co-operation that de Gaulle 
originally became outraged with the 
United States, a decade ago, and set out 
on an abrasively independent path. 

That Nixon would like to mend this 
rift is suggested by the high priority he 
plans to give to a visit to France in the 
next six or eight weeks. 

There are, of course, dangers on this 
path, too. To mend relations with de 
Gaulle in the waning years of his reign 
at the cost of reviving fears in NATO 
{and elsewhere) of a Big Four “direc- 
torate” would be a doubtful accomplish- 
ment, 


Might Cut Knot 


But perhaps this price need not be 
paid, if cards are played carefully; and 
in any event, *de"Gaulle’s potential value 
as a friendliér ally is great. He might

N appeals court here has taken 4. 12._ Forty per cent of the university’s

This verdict matks the complete 
acceptance of the precipitous response 
by Maurice B. Mitchell, a spirited 
recruit to campus life from the business 
world, after a group‘of students Taunched 
a protest over a minor issue of studest 
government. The disruption had barely 
begun when the students were officially 
expelled so that the city police could 
come in ahd take them off the campus. 
The incident ended before it had 
gathered momentum.

Tightening Attitudes 


“The proper length of a sit-in is five 
minutes,” Mitchell told a. group of 
educators recently. ‘‘Anyone who toler- 
ates interference with the operations of 
the university beyond that time is 
rationalizing against a background of 
fear that I don’t understand.” 

The reactions to Mitchell's counter. 
activism illustrate a tightening attitude 
toward campus militancy. Studént appli- 
cations for the university are up 42 per 
cent this winter and money-raisers for 
Mitchell's mushrooming private institu- 
tion have raise as much in the past six 
months as they did in the previous

student body comes from the East. 


Mitchell had arrived at the university 
less than a year before the trouble 
flared.

Want Toothless ‘Lions 


Mitehell:dis cerns many superior 
qualities in the modern young but he is 
ruthlessly blunt in exposing the curious 
vein of charlatanry which mars the spirit 
of protest. “Those kids want to be 
martyrs,” he observes, ‘‘but they want 
to be thrown to toothless lions.” 


He warned the protest leaders last 
April that. if they staged these sit-ins, 


they would be severely punished. “That's © 


preferable to slavery,” said one of the 
leaders. Mitchell dispatched a faculty 
leader who ‘had been close to the 
protesters to calm them down, The man 
came back and reported no success. He 
told Mitchell; ‘‘You can’t talk to anyone 
who thinks he’s Jesus." 


A lesson of the experience for 


Mitchell is that. it is almost hopeless to 
try to negotiate one of these confronta- 
tions. Kids reach for non-negotiable 


- issues and they say, ‘You won't listen to

us,”” when they mean, 


us what we want.’

Mitchell believes that universities like 
Brandeis and Columbia have been drawn 
into. serious conflicts because their 
Officials paused while they tried to find a 
middle ground that doesn’t really exist, 


“You can’t compromise,” he maintains, 
“while adversaries reach for your 
jugular.” 

The chancellor argues that the young 
militants are playing a tough game 
which is predicated upon their feeling 
that the university is a ‘‘sucker trap,””a 
device “developed by the principal 


components” of the affluent society in: 


order to perpetuate themselves. It is a 
game stimulated by newspaper accounts 
of student militancy in other places and 
by an anxiety to avoid the great sin of 
apathy. 

The campus seems calm today ‘but 
Mitchell knows the spring may bring 
another test. If it comes, he will greet it 
in the spirit of #-man who does not 


intend to yield to threats.

Teachers’ Bargaining 

Mr. J. R. Lamont, chairman of the 
B.C. School Trustees Association Eco- 
nomic Committee, and defeated candi- 
date for re-election to the Castlegar 
School Board, has some odd comments 
on, and concepts of, teacher bargaining 
according to recent press reports. If 
teachers use trade union methods in 
salary bargaining, as Mr. Lamont says, I 
wish someone would tell us ‘what the 
professional model for bargaining ought 
to ‘be. Since we have no autonomy in 
setting fees like other. professions, then 
we have to bargain with our employers. 
If the employer is unwilling to recognize 
bargaining rights, would it be an 
acceptable professional model to say, 
“Mr. Employer, you just give us what 
you think is right, and, as good, quiet 
professionals should, we'll accept your 
judgment’’? 

There are more important things for 
teachers than haggling with boards over 
basic bargaining rights. However, ‘if 
some boards want to turn the clock back 
and reserve matters of teacher welfare 
to their own discretion, their. primitive 
concept of how to handle teachers is 
bound to be met by an equally primitive 
response. Mr. Lamont is trying to have 
it both ways — force us into a trade 
union posture, and then say, “‘Look at 
the teachers, behaving like a trade 
union !”’ 

The suggestion by Mr. Lamont that 
British immigrant teachers have re- 
inforeed our trade union orientation is 
ludicrous: British teachers are about the 
least union oriented in the world, — Tom 
Hutchison, President, B.C.T.F.

OTTAWA—The first time Mare Lalonde 
went to see Pierre Trudeau it was for advice. 

Preparing to resume his studies after two 
years of working for youth movements, Mr. 
Lalonde was torn between the social sciences 
and law, so a mutual friend sent him to 
consult Mr. Trudeau who had studied both. 

Mr. Lalonde also went on to study them 
both and now, nearly 20 years later, his job 
is to advise Mr. Trudeau. 

As» principal secretary to the « Prime 
Minister, he is responsible for the over-all 
operation of Mr. Trudeau's office and advises 
on both policy and politics. 

One of the fields in which he is most 
influential is constitutional policy and federail- 
provincial relations. When the provincial 
premiers join Mr. Trudeau this week under 
the massive chandeliers of the Confederation 
Room to resume their constitutional negotia- 
tions, he will riot be far from the Prime 
Minister’s shoulder. 


He Has Great Influence 


Mr. Lalonde is one of the best-known 
names and least-known men on Parliament 
He is generally acknowledged to have 
great influence, not only with Mr. Trudeau

but earlier when he was policy adviser to 
Prime Minister Lester Pearson. Former 
Secretary of State Judy LaMarsh has called 
him an eminence grise. 

But his precise activities have remained a 
mystery; his name is linked with - few 
particular events or policies and Mr, Lalonde 
refuses to claim credit for anything specific. 

“All the good ideas come from ministers,"’ 
he said with a broad smile. He argues that 
Policies arise out Of a team effort, so it would

Quebec Trouble-Shooter 


He is best known as a trouble-shooter with 
regard to Quebec. For example, when Quebec 
threatened to disrupt the Belgian state. visit 
of 1967 because Ottawa had signed a cultural 
agreement with Belgium, it was Mr. Lalonde 
who flew to Quebec City to patch things up. 

More recently, he dealt with Claude 
Morin, Quebec’s Deputy Minister of Inter- 
governmental Affairs, to hammer out a 
formula for Canadian representation at an 
educational conference in Kinshasa, the 
capital city of the Democratic Republic of 
the Congo, after both Ottawa and Quebec 
City received invitations. Their talks pro- 
duced a compromise that seemed to satisfy 
both Ottawa and Quebec, at least as a stop- 
gap.

Whether the federal govern- 
ment merits all this criticism, 
or whether it is often a case 
of the premiers seeking a 
scapegoat for their own fail- 
ings, does not much matter: 
it és clearly a divisive force. 

The most important national 
debates are seldom taking 


piace on Parliament Hill, 
which should be the focus of 
national government. They 
are conducted at long range 
by the federal and provincial 
governments, making accus- 
ative statements. and angry 
rejoinders through the press, 
or on_ television. 


When the heads of govern- 
ments, or lesser ministers, ac- 
tually meet to discuss. their 
problems, it is too often be- 
hind closed doors which con- 
ceal thelarge measure of 
agreement reasonable men 
can usually find when they sit 
down on two sides of a bar- 
gaining table. 4 

The Trudeau government 
with its plan for senate re- 
form: is now seeking to carry 
the policy of Co-operative Fed- 
eralism beyond the stage of 
ad hoc conferences to formal 
institutions.

Psychiatrist in Courtroom 
‘Acting as Judge and Jury’ 


Psychiatrie testimony in 
most criminal cases is based 
on legal myths about mental 
illness rather than medical 
fact. In day-to-day practice, 
the psychiatrist assumes that 
neither mental illness nor 
unconsciously determined be- 
havior absolves one of re- 
sponsibility, 

The assumption that those 
we call. mentally ill either 
regularly or evenoccasionally. 
do not recognize the moral or 
legal implications -of their 
behavior has no foundation in. 
Teality. 

Out of hundreds of ex- 
tremely disturbed patients I 
have examined only one or 
two. who could be called 
unaware of the criminality of 
their acts; Psychiatric testi- 
mony describing the extent to 
which one knows he is doing 
wrong are based on value 
judgments rather. than science 
or logic. 


No Body of Fact 


To be useful to the courts in 
an insanity trial the psychia- 
trist must make a judgment 
as to the responsibility of an 
offender for a particular act 
»+» Yet there is no body. of 
fact or theory in the be 
havioral sciences which offers 
the psychiatrist any guide in 
this task. 

Although there are some 
exceptions, it is generally true 


that the psychiatrist who is. 


politically liberal, psychoana- 
lycally oriented and deeply 
concerned with social justice 
will be more likely to find a 
given offender non-responsible 
than the psychiatrist who is 
more politically conservative; 
more biologically oriented and 
more. concerned — with -indi- 
vidual rights and privileges. 

Most psychiatrists today 
think of mental illness as a 
“social role’ or as a word 
which describes abnormal be- 
havior. 

Yet the rules for assessing

responsibility are based on 
assumptions that mental ill- 
ness is an affliction, some- 
thing superimposed upon an 
individual’s personality. 

Of all the witnesses called 
to give expert testimony, the 
psychiatrist is the only one 
asked to decide whether the 
defendant is responsible for 
his crime, The toxicologist, 
orthopedic surgeon, and- the 
fingerprint or ballistics expert 
is strictly limited in his 
testimony to issues in his field 
of competence. 

Only the psychiatrist is 
asked to testify and answer 
questions which go beyond his 
own training or competence. 

In effect the psychiatrist is 
asked to act as judge and jury 
when he is asked to give an 
opinion on a person’s guilt. 

The M’Naughten and Dur- 
ham rules on which insanity 
pleas are ‘based, exist largely 
because our correctional sys- 
tem is: preoccupied with pun- 
ishment rather than rehabili- 
tation. 

The M’Naughten rule at- 
tempts to define the extent to 
which a mentally ill person 
knows the difference between 
right and wrong, while the 
Durham decision excuses 
crimindts if their acts are the 
product of mental illness. 


Not Applied Fairly 


The insanity plea is not 
applied to all criminals fairly 
and that sending a ciminal to 
a hospital for the criminally 
insane is riot necessarily a 
humane practice as popularly 
-believed. 

The insanity plea is only 
applied ‘in spectacular cases 
involving unusual crimes or 
criminals who are socially or 
economically “prominent. In 
many jurisdictions, for ex- 
ample, it would be quite 


unlikely that an uneducated 
Negro would plead insanity. 
and even more unlikely that 
he would be found guilty by 
reasons of insanity. 

A person found to be 
criminally insane and com- 
mitted to an institution may 
be more in trouble than if he 
had been found guilty. 

Most institutions for the 
insane are understaffed and 
one’s chances for recovery 
are slim; time spent in a 
hospital is not-.applied to 4 
future prison sentence. There- 
fore, the offender is deprived 
of his constitutional right to 
speedy trial and may spend 
more time in confinement 
than if he had been found 
guilty in the first place. 


Changes Needed 


Because no radical change 
in existing legal processes 
is likely, some directions for 
change are needed. 

First, the psychiatrist 
should testify like other ex- 
pert witnesses — limiting his 
testimony to the emotional 
state of the defendant without 
answering the impossible 
questions posed by 
M’Naughten or Durham. The 
judge or jury could then make 
up their own minds as to 
whether the _ offender 
possessed evil intent. and 
should be punished. 

Secondly there should be a 
revamping of institutions for 
the criminally insane whereby 
incompetent offenders could 
be provided enough help so 
that they would’ be well 
enough to be tried within a 
reasonable period of time. 

If our system of correc- 
tional justice were fully de- 
voted_to protecting the-com- 
munity and to rehabilitating 
offenders, and were not so 
preoccupied with the goal of 
punishment, - psychiatry and 
the law would not have to 
search for méans of excusing 
insane offenders. 


Hill, and not in the press and 
not én occasional federal- 
provincial conferences; to 
make sure that there are prov- 
incial spokesmen on Parlia- 
ment Hill.

The theory is attractive. But 
fit has been put forward almost 
im a casual way, with inade- 
quate explanation, in the fed- 
eral position paper for today’s 
conference, the Constitution 
and the People of Canada.

Federal ministers now seek 
to represent their provinces 
or regions, in the cabinet.

The federal position paper 
says optimistically: “For a 
revised senate, we would hope 
and expect that the govern 
ment of Canada and the gov- 
ernment of the provinces 
would engage in healthy com- 
petition to insure that the best 
men available are appoint- 
Soca 

In practice of course, fed- 
eral prime ministers have us- 
ually regarded appointments 
to the Senate as a handy form 
of patronage. Is there any 
reason to believe that prov- 
incial premiers, on many Oc- 
casions, would not follow the 
same course, dispatching their 
worn-out ministers and polit- 
ical supporters to Ottawa? 


® 

The quality of politically 
nemineted senators whether 
propagandist or pensioner, 
might not much matter if their 
power were to be confined to 
dealing with subjects of prov- 
incial concern, 

The federal government, for 
example, - thinks provinces 
have -a legitimate fmterest in 
appointments to the Supreme 
Court and to head cultural 
agencies (and, for reasons less 
obvious, appointments of am- 
bassadors) . 

It proposes to make such 
appointments subject to’ ap- 
proval by the Senate, in which 
the provinces would have their 
ambassadors. If the senators 
made a mess of that kind of 
function, the damage would 
at least be limited. 


But any attempt to make 
the Senate more effective, as 
Trudeau is now attempting, 
must include some - provision 
to reduce the absolute power 
over Commons iegislation 
which the upper house now 
enjoys. 

It is alright to leave this 
veto power in the hands of 
senators who would not dream 
of using it, except in the most 
unusual circumstances, be- 
cause they have been feder- 
ally appointed and know their 
humble place on Parliament 
Hill. 

But if senators are to be 
more vigorous, and less sub- 
ject to federal authority, their 
power must be circumscribed. 
Therefore the federal plan is 
to reduce the Senate’s power 
over legislation from. veto to 
delay. If the Senate rejected 
a Commons bill, for example, 
the lower house could pass it 
again and insist on passage 
through the upper house. 

Even. so, ‘a Senate of non- 
elected members, some of 
whom would be directly re- 
sponsible to provincial prem-

iers rather than to national 
interest or private conscience, 
would be set in position to de- 
lay the work of the elected 
Commons, at a time when 
most complaints about Parlia- 
ment concern its slowness. 
Trudeau appeared to recog- 
nize the difficulties — and

“Supposing they have any- 
thing like 50 per cent or 40 
per cent in the Senate, and 
supposing they gang up (with 
opposition senators) against 
the government they make a 
major!

“Morin is a tough man,” says one source 
here. “He and Lalonde talk the same 
language in more ways than one. They're 
tough guys and they know their business.” 

Together with Mr. Trudeau and others, 
Mr. Lalonde has had a hand in shaping 
federal policy relating to the provinces since 
early 1966, a period during which Ottawa has 
developed a much better idea of what it 
wants, 

Before the federal-provincial coriference in 
the atitumn of 1966, Ottawa seemed, like a 
fisherman, to be playing out line in response 
to a push for provincial autonomy spear- 
headed by Quebec. 

Since then it has moved onto the offensive 
with proposals to get out of some joint 
programs and to entrench a bill of rights in 
the Constitution. 

Mr. Lalonde's views on the Constitution 
are similar to those of Mr,’ Trudeau. “I see 
federalism as the way of the future; not as a 
vulgar compromise but really the form of 
government most adapted to the contempor- 
ary world, the world of tomorrow,” he says. 

Federalism makes room for pluralism, 
and establishes different scales’ of govern 
ment to undertake different tasks. 

At the Conservative thinkers’ conference 
at Fredericton in 1964, he warned the Tories 
that the vocal- Quebec— intellectuals then 
denouncing Confederation did not represent a 
majority of’ the people or even the 
intellectuals of the province. 

He predicted that French Canadians would 
prefer a’ platform of strong federalism to 
special /status—a view that was borne out in 
the June election. 


Suspicious of Ideology 


There are other similarities. Like Mr. 
Trudeau, he is ‘suspicious of ideology and 
They were among seven intellec- 
tuals who in 1964 signed a manifesto calling 
on the Canadian people to “descend from the 
euphoria of all-embracing ideologies and 
come to grips with actual problems.” 

Mr. Lalonde has shunned party labels. In 
1959-60 he was a special adviser to 
Conservative Justice Minister Davie Fulton; 
two years later he was a campaign worker 
for Liberal Paul Gerin-Lajoie, then Quebec's 
Education Minister, 

“Tt has been a conscious decision to keep 
myself reasonably mobile,” he has said. 

Another view shared by Mr. Lalonde and 
Mr. Trudeau is that French Canadians must 
help make Canada work as a_ bilingual 
country “by becoming involved in national 
affairs. 

“It implies a struggle but that, I believe, 
és the very condition of life,” Mr. Lalonde 
said in a 1967 television interview on the 
French CBC network. 


Had to Be Discreet 


It was this belief that led Mr, Lalonde into 
the movement to make Mr. Trudeau: the 
Liberal leader.

Mother of Student Rebel 
Finds Workable Formula

Being the parent of a 
student rebel isn’t bad—it’s 
good. That’s the opinion of the 
mother ‘of a sophomore high 
school rebel son in a Washing-_ 
ton, D.C., suburb, The story of 
the mother, who asks that her 
name be withheld, is not like 
the usual horror-filled tales of 
student rebellion, 


Her son wears his hair long, 
dresses in blue jeans—no 
neckties—helps put out an 
underground school news- 
paper, and takes part in those 
student demonstrations, 

He also washes behind his 
ears, does most of his school 
work, takes out the household 
garbage, and irons his own 
white shirts—when he _in- 
frequently wears them. 

I asked his mother for her 
secrets, 

“My boy understands I’m in 
sympathy with him, but that I 
also have responsibilities as a 
parent. 

‘TI like these idealistic 
youngsters who. envision a 
better world. When I was 
young, I wanted to change 
things, too. But rather than 
openly protest about some- 
thing like smoking regula- 
tions;I-sneaked into the john 
and smoked when no one Was 
looking. 

“I'm a product of the 
depression when almost 
everybody didn’t have enough 
of anything. Personally, I 
have a lot less faith than my 
son in any one person's ability 
to change the world, but I 
don't knock his ideas. 

“T insist, however, that he 
stay responsible and construc- 
tive. I have to know where 
he’s going and when he’s 
coming back. If his plans 
change, I expect him to 
phone. If he doesn't do this, 
he may be confined to the 
neighborhood for a week. 

“To be eligible to learn how 
to drive a car, he’s goirig to 
have to earn enough money to 


pay for the auto insurance. I 
think this will help teach him 
responsibility in handling a 
car, 

“T_ _listen_-a—_lot__to __his 
complaints about school, but 
nevertheless I expect that 
he’ll do his homework, It’s 
simple: I've just always—-told 
him that it’s up to him to get 
it done, 

“For social life he may 
invite _kids-over or go to their 
houses to talk and listen to 
protest music. At our place, I 
sit in the kitchen and they 
wander in and talk. The other 
parents do the same. Some 
adult is always around. 

“As for the hair, as long as 
it’s clean I’ve stopped worry- 
ing about it. It's a symbolic 
gesture of protest against the 
way adults do things. Now 
that Businessmen are “begin- 
ning to wear their hair long, 
those kids will soon be back in 
crew cuts. > 

“I'm. not looking for the 
school to clamp down on my 
boy. The principal did send 
home a letter complaining 
about obscene language in the 
underground paper, and I 
agree with him.

France Was Happy

Although Britain had cap- 
tured Canada in September, 
1760; when Governor Vaudreil 
Surrendered } 
to General 
Amherst at 
Montreal, 
Canada did 
not belong to 
Britain offi- 
cially until 
Feb, 10, 1863, 
when the 
Treaty af 
Paris was = 
signed, Bowman ° 

France gave up all her 
territory ‘in| North America, 
even Louisiana which had 
been founded by the LeMoyne 
brothers from Montreal. 
France gave this to Spain, but 
Napoleon, made Spain give it 
back years later, and then 
sold it to the U.S. after his 
plan to recapture--Canada 
failed. 

Britain allowed France to 
retain the islands of St. Pierre 
and Miquelon, off the coast of 
Newfoundland, but only as 
fishing bases and they belong 
to France today. 

Actually France was glad to 
give up hér possession in 
North America, Voltaire said 
that in yielding Canada, 
France had rid herself of 
acres of snow. Between 1608, 
when Champlain founded 
Quebec, and 1763 it is believed 
that not more than 10,000 
people from France came to 
Canada with the intention of 
remaining. 

After the capture of Mont- 
real, Britain. allowed French 
soldiers, officials and civilians 
to return to France if they 
wished. Hundreds of traris- 
ports sailed up the St, Law- 
rence to take them home.

The complete job is done in 
Stages. Stage one is done in a 
sound studio, where the music 
and song are captured by well- 
placed microphones. These sen- 
sitive instruments change sound 
vibrations into electrical im- 
pulses. These duplicated pat- 
terns are captured on a roll of 
magnetic tape. Later, techni- 
cians transfer these silent 
sounds to a series of records. 

The first is a blank disk of 
aluminum coated with © soft 
lagquer.. It is placed on a 
turntable and precision machin- 
erv is used to synchronize it 
with,..the.aanwindine.<tape, An, 
acm, bearing a sensitive magnet 
that: jogs.a sapphire’ needle, ‘js 
guided to‘eut.a groove around 
the record.

|pair of stampers are fixed on 
‘opposite sides of a press. A 
[blank plastic disk called -a 
biscuit is sandwiched between 
them. When the press is 
squeezed shut, the negative 
stampers make positive im- 
prints on both sides of the 
plastic biscuit. With a label and 
a neat package, the finished 
record is ready to go to market.

Robarts of Ontar- 
io, Mr. Bertrand, G. I. Smith of 
Nova Scotia and Louis Robi- 
chaud of New Brunswick. 

Mr. Trudeau told reporters 
there was. ‘total unanimity’ 
among the first four premiers to 
speak on langiiage rights. 

The prime minister went 
around the C-shaped conference 
table shaking hands *with all 
premiers—except W. A. C..Ben- 
nett of British Columbia—before 
the conference opened. Mr. Ben-| 
nett was three minutes late and 
came in after Mr. Trudeau had; 
started speaking.
